The attention of all tho member 
present.was benterod on two pro¬ 
grams of Child Welfare.which the 
organization has teen activcly and 
enthusiastically; sponsoring since 
the opening of school last Septomr* 
ber. One of these concerns the 
proper phys i cal. growth . and .deve 1- 
opment of tho children and has 
received special stress constantly 
The children have had physical 
examinations . and show much enthus¬ 
iasm in correcting defects, iii - 
drinking milk in order to gain 
weight, and in trying to bo one 
hundred per cent pupils physically 

However, as v/c are not satisfied 
with physical development alone, w 
are recently stressing in every wa 
possible, the importance-of every 
child’s mastering the one most 
notable and outstanding method of 

educating himself-the method of 

reading* Miss Clay told the parent 
and teachers in a very charming 
way how we may encourage the chil¬ 
dren's reading in tho home. She 
outlined the three sources of in¬ 
form^. h£on which every child has, 
verbal instruction, observation 
or experience, and reading, and 
emphasized the fact that since 
parents are too busy to give tho 
child verbal instruction and not 
properly equipped to provide 
various educational experiences, 
readingis by far, the most impor¬ 
tant of the three. She discussed 
further tho realm of reading, 
showingxhn that we may think of 
it as having throe dimensions. 

The dimension of time makes it 
possible for, at any time, to take 
ourselves, though reading,back to 
the happenings of years gone by; 
bhe dimension of space permits us 
to visit any place we desire, arid 
he dimension of thought provides 
knowledge for practical use." W3 
should encourage children to read 
oo that they may become independ- 
ontseekers for knowledge, wisdom, 
virtue, reverence and love’. 

Mrs. Wells continued the dis¬ 
cussion of children’s reading 
stating that uritml some older per¬ 
son perverts a child’s tafcto for 
literature, he naturally likes 
^ooks, and showing in a vivid and 
joncise way why children like to 
.-cad. fe should encourage children 
jo have their own books, and try 
;o develop their tastes along 
eight lines but not necessarily 
according to our own inclinations. 
In her discussion of the right 
hind of literature she said that 
she would consider some literature 
.3 dangerous for a child as a 
ooisonous snake. She concluded the
